EiInsx, This Foundation and Hoſ— 

pital ſhall (for all time to come) 
perpetually and unchangeably be called 
by the name of George Heriot his Hoſ- 
pital ; and, in all leaſes let from the 
ſaid Hoſpital to any tenant, and in all 
bargains, evidents, writings, or any o- 
ther writings whatſoever, wherein the 
Hoſpital is intereſted, it ſhall be called 
by that name, and none elſe; and 
ſhall be erected, builded, and finiſhed, 
with all diligence, in the bounds there- 
to deſigned by the Provoſt, Bailies, 
Miniſters, and Council of Edinburgh,

EST the memory of ſo pious a 

work ſhould periſh, and for the 
provocation of others to the like piety, 
but, above all, for the teſtifying of the 
thankfulneſs of the poor there to be 
maintained, unto Almighty God, he 
who readeth prayers every evening 
and morning, in the chapel of the 
Hoſpital, ſhall, amongſt other bleſſ- 
ings, give thanks unto God, in expreſs 
words, for the bountiful maintenance 
which they, living there, receive from. 
the charity of their pious Founder. 
The like mention ſhall be made in e- 
very grace which ſhall be ſaid after 
meals, but eſpecially upon the firſt

After the ſermon end- 
ed, all above named ſhall return to the 
Hoſpital with the ſame ſolemnity and 
order they came from it, where ſhall 
be paid to the Miniſter who preached, 
to buy him books, by the Treaſurer of 
the Hoſpital for the time being, out 
of the Treaſury or Rents of the Hoſ- 
pital, the ſum of .

of divine ſervice in the chapel, and 
the ſcholars, in all graces after meals, 
ſhall pray, in expreſs words.

De Electione et Officio Auditorum. 


N the ſame day of the Election 
of the Treafurer, there ſhall be 
choſen yearly, four Auditors of his 
and all other accounts belonging to 
the ſaid Hoſpital, viz. one of the Bai- 
lies of the ſaid burgh, one of the Mi- 
niſters of the ſame, one of the Mer- 
chants,” and one of the Craftſmen of 
the Council of the ſaid burgh, who 
(hall ilk laſt day of every month, if it 
be not Sunday, and then the next day 
following, hear and perfect the Trea- 
| furer his accounts for the month laſt 
paſt, and ſhall have power to control | 
or allow them; and whatſoever 
monthly accounts ſhall be perfected,

HERE ſhall be one Common 
Seal for the ſaid Hoſpital, en- 
graven with this device, Sigillum Ho- 
ſpitalis Georgii Heriot, about the cir- 
cle; and, in the middle, the pattern 
of the Hoſpital, No ſecurity, nor 
evident, nor deed, ſhall be reputed to 
be a ſecurity, evident, or deed of the 
IIoſpital, unleſs it be Sealed and con- 
firmed with the ſaid Seal. 

The keeping of the ſaid Seal ſhall 
be after this manner. It ſhall be kept 
* in a cheſt which ſhall have four ſe—

ECAUSE no body can be well 

governed without a head, there 
ſhall be one of good reſpect choſen 
Maſter of the Hoſpital, who ſhall have 
power to govern all the ſcholars and 
officers who live within the ſame. 
His principal care ſhall be, to ſee that 
the ſcholars be brought up in the fear 
of Almighty God; and therefore he 
thall, in the Chapel of the Hoſpital, 
every Tueſday, Thurſday, and Sun-

theſe Statutes, wages or ſtipends are 
to be allowed, until ſuch time as, af- 
ter the building and erecting of the 
ſaid Hoſpital, and a perfect examina- 
tion of the clear probable revenue of 
the ſaid Hoſpital, after the perfecting 
and clear ing of all manner of accounts :

ND now, finally, I, the unwor-

tion, either by taking, directly or in- 
directly, from this Hoſpital, any thing 
which he, in his piety, hath doted 
unto it, or by altering of it, or beſtow- 
ing it upon any other uſe, though you 
{hall conceive it to be far more pious 
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or profitable; or to go about to alter 
any of theſe Statutes and Ordinances, 
after they ſhall be once delivered up 
unto you, completely ſubſcribed and 
ſealed, as you will anſwer the contra- 
ry, at the uttermoſt of your perils, in 
the day of the Lord Jeſus : To whom, 
(being fully aſſured of your godly 
care and zealous conſcience in thoſe 
particulars), with his Father, and the 
_ Holy Ghoſt, three Perſons, but one 

undivided Eſſence of the Godhead, as 

for all other their bleſſings, ſo in par- 
ticular for the great charity of this 
moſt pious and religious Founder, be 
aſcribed, as is moſt due, all praiſe, ho- 
hour, and glory, from age to age.
